The Consortium, with representative membersip from 
each university, is charged with the responsibility of 
formulating policies which will make possible the utiliza- 
tion of graduate faculties and facilities of each institution 
to the maximum extent. An immediate objective will be 
to provide broader opportunities for individual graduate 
students in accordance with their programs of study, 
irrespective of their particular university enrollment. 
Washington University presently has 
Catholic, 3,200; Howard, 1,711; 
American, 1,566; 1,168.

make the program as fully effective as possible. 

A central office physically apart from any of the 
cooperating institutions has been established for the Con- 
sortium. Elmer West, an official at the American Council 
of Education, has been appointed Executive Secretary to 
explore all possibilities for coordination and perform 
such duties as may be necessary to accomplish the ob- 


jective of the organization.

Dockeray, Stout Named Assistant Deans 


Two new assist- 
ant deans have been 
appointed in the 
University’s School 
of Government, 
Business and Inter- 
national Affairs. 

James C. Dock- 
eray, Professor of 
Finance and Chair- 
man of the Depart- 
ment of Business and Public Administration since 1955, 
has been named Assistant Dean—Programs in Govern- 
ment and Business and Chairman of the Department of 
Government and Business. Hiram M. Stout, Professor 
of International Affairs and Coordinator of The George 
Washington University Center at the Naval War College 
in Newport, R.I., has been appointed Assistant Dean— 
Programs in International Affairs and Chairman of the 
Department of International Affairs. 

Assistant Dean Dockeray has assumed his new 
duties, but Assistant Dean Stout will not take over his 
new position until the end of the Spring Semester. In 
the interim, Robert S. Jordan has been made available 
to serve as Acting Assistant Dean—Programs in Inter- 
national Affairs and Acting Chairman of the Department 
of International Affairs in addition to his duties as Assist- 
ant to the President and Associate Professor of Interna- 
tional Affairs. Both the new assistant deans will continue 
as teaching members of the faculty. 

Dr. Dockeray first joined the University teaching 
staff in 1946. He served for 17 years in the Federal gov- 
ernment—as Deputy to Board Member of the Home Loan 
Bank Board, as a consultant to the Army Air Force, and 
as a fiscal and financial economist with the Department 
of Commerce. He received his Bachelor of Arts degree 
from Ohio Wesleyan University and his Master of Arts 
and Doctor of Philosophy degrees from Ohio State Uni- 
versity. 

He has taught at Iowa State Teachers College, James 
Millikin University, and the University of Maryland, and 
has co-authored a leading textbook in corporation finance. 

Dr. Stout joined the University faculty in 1962. He 
had previously worked in the Federal government with 
the Bureau of the Budget, Department of State, and 
Central Intelligence Agency. As a Lieutenant Colonel 
in the U. S. Army, he served as Assistant Military Attache 
in the American Embassy in London from 1943 to 1945. 

Dr. Stout was a member of the DePauw University 
faculty from 1928 to 1937. He occupied the Admiral 
King Chair on the faculty of the Naval War College in 
1955-56. In 1962, he was Visiting Professor of Political 
Science at Duke University. He received his Bachelor of 
Arts degree from DePauw University and his Master of 
Arts and Doctor of Philosophy degrees from Harvard 
University. He is an editorial associate for the American 
Political Science Review.

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Wiggins Named to Board of Trustees 


James Russell Wiggins, Editor 
and Executive Vice President of The 
Washington Post since 1960, was 
elected to the University’s Board of 
Trustees in January. 

Mr. Wiggins has been associated 
with the Post since 1947 when he be- 
came Managing Editor. From 1953 
to 1955, he served as Vice President 
and Managing Editor of the news- 
paper, and from 1955 to 1960 he was 
Vice President and Executive Editor. He is the author of 
Freedom or Secrecy, published in 1956. 

Mr. Wiggins began his newspaper career in 1922 
as a reporter for the Rock County Star in Luverne, 
Minnesota. From 1925 to 1930, he was editor and pub- 
lisher of the Luverne Star. He joined the St. Paul Dis- 
patch-Pioneer Press as an editorial writer in 1930, and 
later was a Washington correspondent, managing editor, 
and editor of the paper. Prior to coming to Washington, 
Mr. Wiggins served as assistant to the publisher of the 
New York Times in 1946 and 1947.

The slides emphasize painting and sculpture, but also 
include architecture, stained glass, tapestries, miniatures, 
ceramics, textiles, furniture, documents, posters, and even 
airplanes and factories. They were prepared with color- 
negative process which makes it possible to reproduce 
faithfully the colors and details of the original subject. 

The collection was created and produced by Cul- 
tural History Research, Inc., of Harrison, N. Y., and was 
written and documented by Mrs. Agnes Humbert, former 
Assistant Curator of the National Museum of Modern 
Art in Paris. 

In accepting the collection, University President 
Thomas H. Carroll said, “Mrs. Kennedy’s gift substan- 
tially supplements the present slides used in the Univer- 
sity’s Department of Art, and may also be used to further 
enrich programs in history and the French language.” 

The University’s Art Club will sponsor a series of 
four programs of slides and accompanying lectures from 
the collection during April, in Room 4 of James Monroe 
Hall. Open to the general public, each of the four will be 
given twice—on Fridays at 3 p.m. and on Mondays at 8 
p.m., beginning on April 3 and continuing for the follow- 
ing four weeks. The four programs will cover the devel- 
opment of contemporary art in France from impression- 
ism to the present. 
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Judge Rich to Receive Kettering Award 


Giles S. Rich, Judge of the U. S. Court of Customs 
and Patent Appeals, will receive the Kettering Award 
for 1963. 

The award is presented annually by the University’s 
Patent, Trademark, and Copyright Research Institute for 
oustanding work in the field of patents, trademarks, 
copyrights, and related areas. It will be presented to 
Judge Rich at the Eighth Annual Public Conference of 
the Research Institute in June. 

One of the leading draftsmen of the 1952 Patent 
Act, Judge Rich has been an outstanding leader in the 
development, reform, and enunciation of patent law for 
the past two decades. 

Judge Rich is a graduate of Harvard College and 
Columbia University Law School. He practiced law in 
New York City until his appointment to the Court of 
Customs and Patent Appeals in 1956.
